Returns Huge Beer Collegeof Surgeons 
Fund To Counties} Approve Mercy Hosp’l 


VILLAGE GETS $578.55 FROM 
STATE LIQUOR COM. 


HOSPITALS ARE VITAL FORCE 
IN RECOVERY ‘PROGRAM,. 
fee nt Py SAYS EMINENT SURGEON 
$578.55 was added to the Village 
treasury this week through a 
voucher from the State Liguor 
Control Commission. This rep- 
resents .95% of the fees paid by 


Pais, Mary Stella, superior of 
Grayling Merey Hospital, is happy- 
over an official notification from 
the director of the American Col- 
lege of Surgeons saying . that 
Grayling Mercy hospital had been 
placed upon the approved list. 

The Michigan list shows 70 ap- 
proved hospitals in the state. 
Mercy hospitals at Grayling and 
at Cadillac are the only approved 
ones in lower Michigan north of 
Bay City. The high standard of 
requirenients eliminate a great 
many hospitals from the list ap- 
proved by the American College 
of Surgeons. 


Under the provisions of the state 
beer act this percentage of all 
is returned to the 
community from which they come. 

In forwarding the voucher, Wm. 
J. Nagel, Managing Director of 
the Commission, pointed out that 
the people of the state, through 
reduction in state taxes, derive 
revenue from the excise stamps 
on legal beer, in addition to the 
license fees paid by retailers and 
wholesalers. “Every bottle of 
illegal beer deprives the state of 
badly needed revenue,” Nagel 
said.

Plant Now Sold 


PLANT COSTING STATE A 
MILLION DOLLARS SOLD 
FOR $30,000

The Chelsea cement plant which 
has cost the state more than $1.-] 
000,000 since its purchase during 
the administration of former Gov- 
ernor Groesbeck is to be sold for 
a mere $30,000. 

A resolution recommending that 
the offer of Joseph E. Zilk of Ann 
Arbor be accepted was-passed by 
the purchasing committee of the 
state administrative board. The 
board, except on rare. occasions, 
has followed the recommendations 
of its committees. 

Zilk said that he intends to use 
the plant in the manufacture of 
fertilizer. + 

It was bought by the Groesbeck 
administration at a time when the 
former governor thought that a 
cement combine was forcing the 
state to pay .an exorbitant price 
for road ~materiels. -The- initia! 
price was $500,000 and since then 
the state added improvements 
which have brought the total in- 
vestment, plus a persistent. operat- 
ing cost, to more than $1,000,000. 
«Demand for the»-salé of the 
plant has been constant in recent 
years and promise that.such ac- 
tion would be taken was one of 
the chief planks in ‘the campaign 
platform of former ‘Governor 
Green.

Encephalitis, commonly known as 
sleeping sickness, still remains a 
mystery to the 
medical profes- 
sion. The epi- 
demic in = St. 
Louls, which 
lasted about two 
months, caused 
the death of 
about two hun- 
dred _ persons. 
Many others suf- 
fered from the 
Malady but re- 
covered at least 
partially. The 
difficulty seems 
to be that the 
diséase attacks one without warn- 
ing, and no one has been able to 
ascertain exactly how it Is con- 
tracted. Even the cause still re 
mains a mystery. The germ or 
virus, or whatever the vital ele 
ment {gs through which the disease 
{8 communicable, is still undiscov- 
ered. Specialists from geveral of 
our largest and most {important 
laboratories have labored Incessant- 
ly upon the task of {solating the 
germ. If this could be accom. 
Dlished, an anti-toxin could. be 
made which would arrest the dis- 
ease.

Their names 
may never be known, but when the 
remedy {s finally announced the 
world will owe a debt of gratitude 
which {t can never repay. Not self 
preservation but self-sacrifice 1s the . 
esvence of true heroism.

The purpose of 
the law, of course, is to compens- 
ate the injured by forced financial 
responsibility of the owner and 
driver.

All the old 
laws are atill effective that have 
to do with securing a judgment 
against’ the accident maker, but 
in addition, this new law removes 
the driver and the car of the own- 
er who will. not pay—removes 
them from the highways forever 
and under certain other conditions 
makes the drivers and owners put 
up security for thefr future con- 
duct. Almost everyone knows that 
regardless of the old laws, thou- 
sands of owners and drivers of 
automobiles went gayly on their 
way after judgments were fund 
against them. There was no way 
of making the uncollectible ac- 
cident maker pay for damages 
done and no way of stopping him 
from going out and doing it all 
over again and again to other un- 
fortunate victims. The new law, 
however, provides a means of 
stopping his future use of the 
highways. It is not compulsory 
insurance. It is, however, com- 
pulsory payment of judgment or 
its drastic penalties become  ef- 
fective: 

The principle provisions of the 
law are as follows: 

The operator's or chauffeur’s li- 
d-—-all_of.-the-registration 
certificates and car license plates 
of any resident of Michigan (per- 
son, firm or corporation) shall be 
immediately suspended by the Sec- 
retary of State upon receipt by 
him of a certified copy of any 
final judgment or judgments ren- 
dered by any court of competent 
jurisdiction in the United States 
or the Dominion of Canada for 
damages on account of personal 
injury, including death, or dam- 
age to property in excess of $300 
as a result of an automobile ac- 
cident occurring after this act 
becomes effective, which judg- 
ment has remained unsatisfied for 
thirty days, and such licenses and 
certificates shall remain suspend- 
ed until such judgment or judg- 
ments are satisfied and proof of 
financial responsibility for future 
accidents shall have been filed. 

Thia part of the law means that 
any person, firm or corporation 
owning or driving a car who has 
a final judgment against them for 
personal injuries or property dam- 
age within the law, must pay 
that judgment within thirty days 
or he cannot drive or own an auto- 
mobile in Michigan. It means 
that this provision is permanent—. 
he is forever forbidden the use 
of highways as a driver or own- 
er unless he satisfies the judgment 
up to $5,000 for injuring one per- 
gon, or $10,000 for injuring more 
than one person, or for property 
damage for any amount between

PROTECTION 


In years gone by owners of 
swamp lands were greatly annoy- 
ed by the depredations of those 
entering and removing therefrom 
Christmas trees, evergreen 
boughs, bittersweet and holly. Ef- 
forts to curb this illegal practice 
have finally resulted in the pass- 
age of Act No. 124, Public Acts 
of 1933, known as the Perry Act, 
which makes it necessary for 
everyone transporting anything of 
this kind to be provided either 
with the original permit from the 
owner of the land, with the legal 
description of the premises men- 
tioned therein, or else a certified 
copy thereof. The enforcement of 
this act is delegated to employees 
of the State Department of Agri- 
culture, employees of the State 
Department of..Conservation, the 
Michigan State Police and county, 
city, village and township officers. 
Anyone, therefore, seeing Christ- 


whom these millions of dollars are 
being ‘invested, to get ourselves, 
and promptly, into_a position to 
answer such questions and to do 
it with precise and dependable 
data which. shail be entirely 
checkable —and.-not- mere--brag—o 
bluff.” 

The time has come when wild- 
life resources. must be placed on 
a bona fide crop basis, Director 
Hogarth said, and that the vari- 
ous state organizations bring into 


bearing all the modern technology’ 


of crop management for which 
there is a precedent and experience 
in agriculture, in silvieulture, in 
medicine and in engineering. 

Michigan has started something 
of this kind, he said, in its rapid 
development of lake and stream 
improvement, when waters are 
made habitable for fish before the 
fish are planted; much as the soil 
is prepared before the crops are 
planted. Conditions are created 
in the waters to facilitate spawn- 
ing, protection, more natural food 
and places to hide. 

"The original or native condi- 
tions in a great many of our lakes 
and strear:s have been materiai- 
ly and unfavorably altered by. the 
processes of civilization. We de- 
termine to what extent, in what 
Manner, and we reverse the pro- 
cess. Or, we devise ways and 
means of lifting previous natural 
limitations by direct artifice.”

The second provision of the law 
is that any person, after he satis- 
fies the judgment, must there- 
after for three years put up proof 
of financial responsibility with the 
state, proof that he will be able 
to satisty a judgment in future 
cases. This proof can be given 
the state by a deposit of $11,000 
in cash, or by filing a bond for 
this amount or by filing an ap- 
proved insurance policy with the 
state. This provision, of course, 
is not effective until after a judg- 
ment has been secured against the 
owner. 

The third provision of the law 
is that any driver who has been 
convicted of a major traffic law in 
which his driving license ia sus~- 
pended for a period of time, then 
he too must file with the state, in 
the same manner as the preceding 
paragraph, proof of financia’ res- 
ponsibility for a period of three 
years. 

These are the principal and im- 
portant parts of this new law of 
Michigan, that ig an old law in 
other states. It compels no one 
to do anything that he has not’ 
done before, providing he does not, 
have a judgment against him, and

CAR OWNER AFFECTED BY 


FAIR TRADE PROVISIONS: 
OF N. R.A. 


With the signing by President 
Roosevelt of the automobile -- re- 
tailing code last Tuesday, the 
motoring—publie-is-more-or leas at 
a loss to know just how the car 
-owner and .car..buyer will -be-af- 
fected by the fair trade provisions 
dealing with the used car situa- 
tion. In order that any confusion 
in_the public. mind mi _ ba! 
straightened out, officials of “the 
Michigan Automotive Trade As- 
sociation, representing the car 
dealers of the State, have obtain- 
ed a statement from Aaron. DeRoy 
of Detroit, who is the Michigan 
representative on the National 
Emergency Committee whica 
drafted the code. Mr. DeRoy’s 
statement follows: 

“In preparing the fair practice 
provisions of the code which is to 
govern automobile retailers, those 
who served on the National Com- 
mittee deliberated for several 
weeks in order to arrive at con- 
clusions which would provide the 
greatest protection for the car 
buying public. Every suggestion 
of “price fixing’ which contained 
the slightest semblance of selfish- 
ness from the dealers standpoint, 
was eliminated and as the code 
now stands, we, who have . spent 
our lives in this business, feel 
that it is entirely equitable from 
every standpoint and at the same

resale. It would be impossible to 
estimate the millions of dollars 
-which have been dissipated by this 
i dustry in this vicious pre 
which, in the final analysis, Bane: 
fits no one. 

“It would be well to remember 
that no automobile dealer or 
group of dealers is attempting to 
arbitrarily set up a scale of prices 
which they will allow for used 
ears. The method by which prices 
will be established is very similar 
to that which prevails on the stock 
exchange. In other words, the 
value of a car will be determined 
by the price for which it can be 
sold. The actual figures at which 
all ears of a certain make and 
model are being sold in a given 
area will be reported to a central 
bureau, which in turn ‘will arrive 
at an average and this average 
price is the maximum that a deal- 
er may allow in trade. In order 
that the public may have a slight 
advantage, twenty per cent of 
these sales which are made at the 
lowest prices, will be disregarded 
in arriving at the average price 
for that particular car. To make 
certain that true values may be 
obtained, revisions to this guide 
will be made every sixty days and 
it is mandatory under the code 
that every dealer make a report 
on every car that he sells so that 
the prices, which are finally ar- 
Tived at, will be truly representa- 
tive. From these resale prices, 
the dealer in making an allowance 
is required to make a slight dé- 
duction from the average price to 
in part compensate him for the 
cost of putting the car in salable 
condition and the expense involv- 
ed in selling it. These deductions 
range from five to fifteen percent, 
depending on the age ahd ‘incdel 
of the car. 

“It must be remembered that 
these fair trade practice pro- 
visions were not written into the 
code without due consideration by 
the consumers’ board of the NRA 
at Washington. They agreed that 
the used car provisions were more 
than fair and were absolutuy 
necessary to rehabilitate the in- 
dustry and make it possible to 
tnerease employment and raise 
wages. 

“Another provision which, i¢ 
incorporated in the code for the 
protection of automobile buyers, 


| provides that speedometers must 


be attached from the time the 
dealer or distributor takes de- 
livery of the car from the factory 
so that the purchaser will know 
exactly the number of miles the 
car has been driven before it 
comes 4into hfs hands. 

“All through the code, we en- 
deavored to safeguard the inter- 
ests of the buyer and by so doing 
safeguard our own interests, for 
in the final analysis, fair practice 
is the only means by which a bust- 
ness can survive, and we believe 
that when the fair trade prac-
